Not long since I was riding toward Cloud 
Peak and gone only three miles when I dis- 
covered two enormous grizzlies down in a horse- 
shoe canyon. I left my poney, went to can- 

on wall and opened fire on the enemies. The 
ears were | yards away. My first shot 
wounded one of the monsters, and the wounded 
one immediately attacked the other bear. They 
fought desperately for fifteen minutes. It was 
a terrible encounter; the beasts would strike, 
bite and roll around, giving frightful growls, 
enough to scare a fellow even at the top of the 
canyon. The wounded bear was beaten 1 
antagonist, after which I shot the victor. y 
were both ferocious-looking animals, and the 
two would weigh over 3,000 pounds.

Bawling 
and deep growls, mingled with keen reports 
from my rifle, echoed and re-echoed, making a 
awry rivaling the very hall of pandemonium 
itself. 

In a few minutes all was quiet, save the pass- 
ing breeze 8 pine boughs and a few 
squalling ravens. listened closely for more 
bear, and could oecasionally hear their peculiar 
whistle across on the opposite mountain. But 
none were in sight After seeing a — eagle 
swoop down among the pines, catching a 
grouse, I descended from my rocky knob and 
ventured up to the bears. There they all lay 
in a heap, all dead and in the gulch together.

Since the outbreak ef the pestilence at Naples, 
over a thousand graves have been dug in the 
cholera cemetery. The plague has seized 700 
new victims in the last twenty-four hours, and 
the town is given up to panic and death. The 
criminals in the jails have mutinied, and only 
the strong repressive measures of the military 
have been able to secure order and prevent an- 
archy. Many of the physicians have fled from 
the stricken town, and nowhere on the face of 
the globe are such agonizing scenes to be wit- 
nessed as are enacted on the streets 
and in the tenements of Naples to 
day. The city is a vast charnel house 
and the people are dying like rats; poison is 
afloat in the water they drink and the air they 
breathe. Death stands knocking at every door, 
and a great fear is upon the people. Those who 
could leave have gone; those only stay who 
are held by poverty or mercy. 

A greater contrast one could not find than 
was yesterday presented by the two towns of 
Warsaw and Naples. In the first the coward 
Czar, surrounded by his legions of spies and 
soldiers. trembled and turned pale and almost 
fell from his horse when a citizen broke through 
the serried ranks of bayonets and came to him 
with a petition. The suppliant was arrested. 
In Naples the King of Italy, Humperrt, the 
worthy son of N Re Gulantuomo— King Hon- 
est Man“ —Wwas all day long in the 
tenements and lazarettos, smoothing the 
pillow, hearing the last sigh of his 
dying people. His purse is open to the dis- 
tressed, his hand presses the hand of the mean- 
est beggar in Naples, the citizens are suffering, 
and the King is with them. A danger mena- 
ces King HumMBert to which dynamite is noth- 
ing, the air is tainted, the poor among whom 
he moves reek with venom, in every wretched 
hovel that he enters the cholera may fasten 
upon his brave young life. His courtiers have 
abandoned him, after repeated remonstrances 
upon his folly; only a faithful few cling to 
him and share his glorious peril. Surely he 
counts his life naught when his people need 
him.

A Talk With the Kepresentative of a Lead- 
ing Mexican Paper. 

Mr. Rafael F. Fornaris, the general agent of the 
Two Republics, an influential newspaper published 
in the City of Mexico, is stopping at the Planters’. 
Mr. Fornaris is here in the interest of his journal 
and will remain several days to confer with St. Louis 
merchants desirous of obtaining Mexican trade. A 
Post-Dispatcr reporter met Mr. Fornaris and had a 
chat with him on matters of interest from the sister 


republic. 

“T came through.“ said he, “on the Mexican Cen- 
tral Road. I left the City of Mexico at 9 o'clock in 
the evening and arrived at El Paso at 7 o'clock on 
the evening of the second day, exactly on time. The 
road is admirably equipped and operated and is of 
great benefit to the country through which it

SUNDAY OPENIN G. 


The Exposition ee Inter- 
viewed on the Subject. 


What They Think of Allowing the Public to 
Visit the Great Show on the Sabbath—Some 
Opinions on Both Sides.

The subject of opening the Exposition 
on Sunday has been agitated to & 
considerable extent and has been dis- 
cussed pro and con by a number of people in com- 
munications to the Post-Dispatc#. It is claimed 
that there are thousands of workingmen who are 
compelied to work every day and who are too tired 
to enjoy a visit to the building in the evening to 
whom the opportunity of visiting it on Sunday 
would be a great boon. It is urged that this action 
on the part of the directors would furnish 


an innocent source of amusement and instruction, 
and a pleasan resortt to workmen and their families 
on the only x rest they have. With a view of 
iving the 8 ect thorough ventilation and of mak- 
ng own to 1 10 public the views of the directors 
on the matter, the Post-Drspatcs has had all of them 
who could be reached interviewed om the subject. 
The attitude of each one, yy Ss the exception of 
Messrs. R. 8. Brookings, R S. Hays and John T. 
Davis, who are out of the city, will be found below: 
JOSEPH FRANKLIN 
smiled when approached, and said, The matter bas 
not yet been brought before the Board of Directors. 
There is a good deal to say on both sides of the 
question.“ 
What is your personal opinion in regard to the 
Sunaay opediing * 
I have not given it any considerotion as yet. — 
must refuse to give utlerence to any o 
favorably or adversely.” 
ELLIS WAINWRIGHT 
when asked unhesitatingly replied: “T am enthu- 
siastically and strongly in favor of having the Ex- 
position open on Sundays to give a chance to work- 
ingmen who are busy on week days and too tired at 
night to visit it. Why, I am satisfied if this is done 
at least 40,000 people will attend the Exposition. lu 
my — almost every day I meet people who 
want to know why we don't keep the 
Exposition open on Sundays. The directors are 
merely the trustees of the stock-holders and I be- 
lieve it is their duty to make all the money they can 
for those pecuniarily interest The personal feel- 
ing of the directors regarding the observance of the 
Sabbath should not interfere with their piain duty 
in the matter of discharging their trust. 
To employes a day 
ing the week may be enough 
for a dry goods or shoe house, but 
in a.manufacturing business, for instance, like mine, 
it is not possible.

EX-GOV. STANARD. 

Ex-Gov. Stanard, when asked to express his opin- 
ion on the subject, ‘hesitated a few minutes and then 
replied: “I do not wish to give my opinion on the 
2 outside of the Board room. It is a legitimate 
matter for agitation, but I have given it little or no 
consideration,” 

‘Then you don't care to express your own opinion 
on the subject?” 

“No, as a member of the Board of Directors I do 
not think it proper for me to do so.’ 

DECIDEDLY AGAINST IT. 

J can say this much, that it won't be opened on 
Sunday,” said Mr. Sam Kennard very promptly in 
answer to the reporter's question. 

“Why so!“ 

“Well, because that question came up before the 
Board when we were getting up our circulars and 
printed stuff, and it was decided not to open it. There 
are many excellent reasons why it should not be 
opesed, We have someemployes—there are about 
200 in the building—don’t you think they ought to 
have some rest? They ought not to be kept at work 
seven days in the week. Hesides, there is no good 
reason why it should be opened on Sunday. It is 
open day and night for forty days, giving ample op- 
portunity for every man, woman ani child who 
wishes to go. We intend, too, to get the merchants 
to close on certain days at hours which will allow 
their employes to visit the Exposition, 80 that there 
can be no complaint on that score. 

“Then you would oppose any attempt to have it 
opened!“ 

n “Yes, I would; but I do not think the question will 
be considered. It has already been settled. 
MR. R. M. SCRUGGS 
said: “I wish you would not mention my name at 
ail in that connection at present. The subject has 
not been discussed yet by the Board, and in fact we 
have not yet had time to discuss it. 

“But when it does come up for discussion—“ 

Then it will be time enough for me to give the 
matter mature consideration. As it is I assure you 
we Dave had all we can attend to- so much, indeed 
that 1 have had to partially neglect my own bus- 
ness.’ 

“The public are very desirous to have this ques- 
tion sottled. 

“And so it will be, I presume, shortly. In the 
meantime do not press me further with questions;" 
and Mr. Scruges turned to speak with one of his em- 
ployes, who had stood by waiting impatiently to see 
him. 

MR. EK. C. SIMMONS 
said: “It does not come within my province to ex- 
press an opinion on this subject just now. Iam not 
a member of the Board that has this matter in 
charge, and it would be rather presumptuous in me 
to forecast what I think should be the action of the 
board. 

But can’t you say whether you are in favor of or 
opposed to opening the building on Sunday?” 

‘No, and for the reasons already given. I have 
an opinion onthe subject—a very decided one, in 
fact—and could express it in two minutes, but as a 
direetor I cannot at present assume that position.” 

“Well, as an indiv dual; ma 

“I can’t very well.“ said he, smiling, “separate 
my official and individual capacities in this instance. 
For, in either event, it might be said to be influenc- 
ing private or public oa. No; let the matter 
come before the Board in Its proper time and shape 
and I shall be very outspoken on the subject, but 
until then I must reserve any expression of opin- 
ion.“ 

MR. A. D. BROWN, 
although apparently averse to discussing the ques- 
tion, did not hesitate to express his opinion. “What 
do 1 think about opening the Exposition on Sunday! 
Well, I am decidedly opposed toit. It is not 
necessary, aud I see no reason why it should be 
done.“ 

„One object of opening the Expositiou on Sunday 
is to give workingmen and their families an oppor- 
tunity to visit it.’ 

“They have plenty of time during the other six 
davs of the week. The oe is Open until a late 
hour in the evening. Those o cannot goin the 
evening can easily get a day off. Our employes 
Will all be given a holiday to enable them to visit the 
Exposition,” 

Ihe reporter suggested that few workmen could 
afford to sacrifice a days wages. 

“Oh, that does not necessarily follow. Few em- 
ployers will refuse their hands a day off. The Ex- 
position will be a success without depending on the 
probable receipts of Sunday. If I d my way in 
the matter, I would close every place of amusement 
in the city on Sundays.” 

CHARLES H. TURNER 
refused to express himself positively. “I don't care 
to commit myself on the Sunday question and pre- 
fer to await the official action of the of Di- 
rectors. Nevertheless, I am in favor of any move- 
ment to boom the Exposition and make it popular 
with the masses. 
IENRY v. LUCAS 
was not prepared to either discuss or express him- 
self on the question. “It is a matter for the Board 
to consider officially, and until such action is taken 1 
am averse to giving any opinion. I hope the direct- 
ors will do the right thing in this matter.“ 
D. M. HOUSER 
declared that ft was a matter to be considered by 
the entire Board, and he did not think that directors 
should express their individual opinion before 
official action was taken. Mr. Houser resisted the 
most persistent efforta to induce him to give utter- 
ance to his personal opinion on the Sunday question.

SECRET OF A SHAFT. 


Accidental Clearing Up of the Mys- 
tery of an Old Murder.

The Skeleton of John Ireland Discovered in 

an Abandoned MineShaft—The Name of 

His Murderer Scratched on a Tobacco Box 
— History of the Crime. .
